SS Ik Boll of Wheat under twelve pounds the Boll, 
Beer and Barley under eight pounds the Boll, . Oats and Peaſe 
under eight merks the Boll. And ſeing ,, by reaſon of ſeveral 
Duties formerly impoſed upon. Corns , the exportation thereof 
hath been hicherco obſtrued ; And His Majefty being deſirous 
for the good of this His ancient Kingdom, to give all due encou- 
ragement to the export of Corns , and to remove every thing 
which may impede the ſame: Hath therefore thought fic, Like- 
as, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Par- 
liamenc, doth Statute and Declare , That all Corns which ſhall | 
be exported in time, coming by His Majeſties Subjes forth of 
this Kingdom,ſhall be free, and are hereby diſcharged of the pay- 
ment of Cuſtom, Bullion , and all other Duties whatſoever, ex- 
cept ene Merk Scors allanerly for ilk Chalder, And leſt any con- 
ſiderable prejudice ſhould thereby enſue to His Majeſties Cu- 
ſtoms, it is Statute and Ordained, that the Dutjes after-mention- 
ed are and ſhall be impoſed upon the Commodities following,visz, 
Tea ſhillings Scots upon ilk Barrel of Tar, and tweaty ſhillings 
Scots upon1lk Tun of Iron imported into this Kingdom, and thar 
over and above all former Impoſicions put thereon, and the
